During the last ten or fifteen years 
probably a score of artioles have appear- 
ed, in these and other columns, with the 
object of impressing upon the Gove-n- 
ment the absolute necewity of a complete 


J.codification of the laws of the Colony. 


This subject has been somewhat lost 
aight of since the advent of the present 
‘Governor, owing partly to the fresh 
stream of legislation that invariably 
follows a now ruler snd partly to the 
public. attention being absorbed with 
other matters of importance, It would 
perhaps be unfair to expect Mr Pope’ 
Hennessy to undertake the task of codity- 
ing the local Jaw, or .even to rearrange 
the present Ordinances, in view of the 
existing plethora of undigested schemes 
before the Executive, But the very fact 
that’ our illarranged Statute-Book is fast 
becoming unmanageable from its large 
dimensions, as well as from its chaotic 
condition, iy in. itself a strong reason 
why the work of sifting the wheat from 
the chaff should not much longer be 
delayed, Those whose special business 
leads them to look into such matters 
know b.st how great is: the need for a 
consolidated code of the Ordixiances of 
Hongkong, constructed upon the model 
of the Indian Code so ably elaborated by 
Sir Fitzjames Stephen, Ton years ago 
this necessity was officially recognised,and 
some movement was observable in official 
cireles to attain this desizable object. 
Tho late Mr W. H. Alexander was then 
regarded asthe man who of all others 
was most capable of carrying ont the 
proposed reform ; but more pressing offi- 
cial duties, and his subsequent Ulness 
and death, appear to have stifled the 
good intentions of the authorities in this 
direction, Mr Lister, who possesses -a 
passion for. accuracy-and order, did good 
service in the compilation of the only 
compreliensible Index of the Ordinances 
ever published ; but thia good work was 
completed in the year 1870 ;—and oon- 
fusion has been becoming worse con- 
founded’ from .that date to the ‘present 
day.” We entdriain a very profottid 
auspicion, and -have exceedingly strong 
grounds for so doing, that there is hardly 
asingle copy of the Ordinances in this 
Colony, complete ‘in every sensei. 6, 
containing every enactment that has 
become law up to date, and bearing 
every one of the annotations and erasures 


rendered necessary by the numerous. 


repeals of. Ordinances and portions of 
Ordinances: that have become: necessary 
during the last. twenty or twenty-five 
years, We could reveal many little ine 


cidents, in support.of this statement, |. 


which have come under our notice in 
the working of some of the chief depart- 
ments of the Government Service, But 
the most cursory glnce at even an 
imperfectly aunotated copy of our local 
Statute-Book is sufficient to chow that 
the attuinment of a comprehensive and 
acourate -knowlédgse of the law of the 
Colony is almost as difficult a task as 
would ba the acquiroment of a hard’ 
Janguage without the aid of.a teacher 
ot a lexicon, i 

These considerations are put forward 
with tho supposition that it is possible to 
procure the printed laws of tha Colony, 
‘But when it. is found by experience that 
it is imporsible to ob“sdn even unannota- 
ted copies of the Ordinances, that this 
apparently insurmountable difficulty has 
existed for many fears, and ‘that the 
Supreme Court offices are themuclyes 
put to the greatest tuble in collatin 
the loose cheota of the modern enac 
ments: under which over'a bandre 
thousand persons in Hongkong are gov: 
erned, the teal extent of this ofidal 
eoandal may be in some measure realitted,

’ GENERAL GRANT AT PENANG. 
At Ponang General Gront redolved ad- 
dresses from the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Chinese community, The. Chambor 
tendered tho Generl a hearty welcome, 
‘and assured him that they had long boon 


cogalzant of and duly appreciated and 
admired, the many. stions, publio and pri- 
vate, which have ao deservedly brought 
him praiso and fame both at home “and 
abroad, , Entering offico after the much-to- 
be-deplored sasaasination” of the late Presid- 
ont Lincoln, and whon the passions roused 
by the unfortunate civil war had nothad time 
to calm, he, they said, by bis great tact, and 
impartiality ‘s.on convinced ail parties that 
it would be his highest aim to smooth away 
all differences, and they noted with great 
satisfaction the happy reaults which follow- 
ed. Tho'steps he took, when President, to 
increase the trade exiting between America 
and Groat Britain attracted at the time opr. 
admiration, and the reception lately accord. 
ed to him, in all the leading cities of Kng- 
land, ‘Ireland and Scotland ‘amply testify 
that time has in no way detracted from tho 
favourable opinions formed yéare previously, 
or diminished the ostimation in which he 
was held, His efforta to bri g Gront Bri- 
tain and America into the closest relation- 
‘sbip, were not, however, confined to trade 
alone, but extended in every diraotion, 
and were happily attended with tho: most 
puccessful resulta, for, ab mo previous 
period had England and America been 
politically more closely, connected ; than 
at the tlme of ‘his: retirement from 
office. The address concluded with the ex- 
pression of the confidence of the Chamber 
tbat should the General again aesame the 
‘reins of Government, . the intorests of 
America would not suffer in his banda, but 

at tho bond of, friondahip now existing 
between bis nation and. onrs would be 
cemented if possible morestrougly than ever. 

Genvral scant, replying to, ttis ad- 
dresa, said he was cXtreaely obliged to the 
gentlemen of the Chambor of Commerce of 
Penang, for their address, ond for tho re- 
ception that bad been sccorded to him, 
This however was only in keeping with the 
cordiality ard horpitality he had received 
from every patt of the British empire he 
had visited since his, landing in Liverpoo) 
nearly.two years ago. His reception in 
England.was continued wi bh ubabated, he 
ymight say with increasing kindness, in the 
colonica cf Great Britain and throughout 
the vast Indian Hmpire which he had jnat- 
yisited,- Tis was’ very grateful to him, 
not alone because of the kind and fattoring 
words with which these receptions were 
always accompanied, and to’ which he was 
far from being insensible, but because it’ 
showed good fecling towards his own 
country,’ In that aense, moro than any 
other, the kindness he bad received in 
England, and in English colonics was grate- 
‘ul because ho believed that the wolfare of 
the Anglo Saxon race,—be might say 
of the world depended more thon upon 
any other cause upon the harmony 
and good feeling of this one people— 
one people in race and civilization, although 
two nations. ELe did not think it was avy 
disrespeot to the other great civilized 
powers of Europe,—he cortainly did-not 50, 
intend—when he ssid that the civilization’ 
which finda its home in Wngland is better 
calculated than any other to ‘bring the 
greatest good to man ind. Wherever ho 
saw a new growth of this oivilizition, as 
in Penang, ho- felt that it would be in the 
end, a great. blessing to the people of all 
classes, An allusion had been made to his 
own efforts when le was in office, to bring 
about a settlement of the questions at issue 
between England and America at the close 
of the war. That policy he wished to aay, 
was simply carrying out a conviction which 
he had entertained long before he held any 
office, that the firat thing to be considered 
in our relation with-other nations was a 
good understanding with England. With 
this conviction, he felt it his first duty to 
urge with all his ability the sottlement of 
the questions arising out of the war, and 
the removal of all festering sores between 
the two countries. He regarded the exist. 
ence of such questions aa a scandal. He 
had no reason to feel dissatisfied with the 
results. of those efforts, and his experlouce 
since ha came abroad only confirmed him 
in that belief. Tho two mations were now 
as’ one nation in the development of their 
civilization, and. ho wished.every effort of 


the Mnglish success because the advance- |. 


ment of the common ¢tvilization of the 
two countries meant the happiness, the 
prosperity, and the poaco of the world. 

The address from the Obinese was as’ 
follows :— 

The Hokion and Qantonese merchant 
traders and other residents of this island 
pave heard of the time when your Ex- 
collency filled the most important office of 
the President of the Groat Republic of tho 
United States of America so much to the 
Denofit of that country and of the civilized 
world, so administering your Government, 
wnd enacting good lawa, as to Induce pesple 
of all vations to make America thoir home, 
Now, that your Exoollency in travelling 
around the world bas paid our island o 
visit, wo take this opportunity of expressing 
our happiness in being able to make your 
acquaintance’ -and to offer you o aearty 
weloome, .We may add that it is the firat 
time that a visit has been pald to Penang 
by so distinguished a representative of the 
atte States. of America. We therefore 
avail ourselves of this occasion to bring to 
your Excellency’s ‘notice that dormer) Ne 
restrictions were placed on immigration from | 
China, but, latterly, restrictions have been 
imposed, and we solicit. your Exeollency's 
powerful influence on our behalf to alvocate 
the removal of these xoatriotions and thus 
restore the intersourse belween the two 
nations to its former footing. Should 
your Excellency be ibsteumoental in re-open- 
ing the porta ot America to free immigration 
from Ohina, your Exoelency’s name will
